Everybody knows that the 
financial policy of tbe Government is 
redncing millions of people to beggary 
throughout tbe country. 
Numerous 


instances are cited in New York and 
tbe Middle States of persona who 
mortgaged their property some years 
ago for less than one-tbird of what it 
would sell for at the lime, and are uow 
homeless because when the mortgage 
matured the property would nqt seil 
for tbe amount of tbe indebtedness 
Only tbe wealthy are benefited by tbe 
single gold standard, but tbey are com- 
pelling those who are Indebted to them 
to make a pretense, if nothing more, o 
supporting McKinley by threatening to 
force them to pay their obligations ii 
Bryan is elected. 


There are people in Nevada, uu 


fortunately, who are in the clutches ol 
the gold trust, and probably a few ol 
them will vote for McKinley under 
duress, but tbe largo majority of the 
people will exercise tbe suffrage as 
freemen and vote for Bryan. It is gen 
erally conceded that the success of tbe 
silver cause would increase tbe value o 
property 25 per cent before New Years 
It would give an impetus to the mining 
industry in this State and that woulc 
increase tbe value of agricultural lands 
and all other kinds of property.

COUNTY COMMISSIONERS. 


The County Commissioners are the 


financial managers of the 
public. 


They levy taxes and expend the rev- 
enue collected from tbe people. By 
extravagance and favoritism tbey may 
exaet of the people more of their prop- 
erty in tbe way of taxation than would 
be necessary if there was open compe- 
tition for all work of a public character. 
The laws very wisely limit the author- 
ity and power of county Commission- 
ers, bnt there be Oommissioners.never- 
theless, who act on the principle that 
they have authority to do any and 
everything which the law does not pro- 
hibit them from doing and much that 
the law does prohibit. 
One of tbe 


things which the law expressly pro- 
Tides against IB that tbe Commission- 
ers shall not enter into any contract. 
wnich In the aggregate amounts to 1(500 
or more without first advertising for 
bid*. The law also provides that tbe 
contract shall be let to the lowest res- 
ponsible bidder. 


A correspondent directs attention to 


a specific violation of this law by the 
Board of Commissioners in entering 
into • contract with the Specialty 
Company for steel cases for tbe County 
Olerk's office. 
By tbe terms of the 


contract $1,49660 
was allowed the 


company at a meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners last May for the metal 
boxes. The Auditor vetoed the bills 
In excess of $500. The Commissioners 
p>sssd tbe bills over tbe Auditor's 
T*to. The Auditor fealing that it was 
fate duty to abide by the law regardless 
of what tbe ComaUiftoners did, re- 
fused to draw a womft on tbe Treas- 
urer for tbe amount. 


Tbe facts as stated ar« of record, tod 


though the Specialty Company Is a 
foreign corporation, it has, so far, 
taken no Ifc^al s.teps to «OUWt ttw 


balance of the amount due on the con- 
tract. 
The company sent a lawyer 


here last summer and he threatened.to 
commence legal proceedings: for the 
recovery of the amount due, but for 
reasons not made public the threat was 
not carried into execution. 


It is stated that responsible pereona 


were prepared to enter, into an agree- 
ment with tbe Commissioners to put 
metal boxes in the Clerk's office for 
$050. These persons say they would 
have made a profit of at least $125 on 
the contract, but however that might 
be they would have given bond o for 
tbe faithful performance of the con- 
tract. 
Under such circumstances the 


people who are taxed to provide rev- 
enue for the support of the county 
were defrauded of the difference be- 
tween $950 and $1,498 GO and possibly 
more, if proposals had been advertised 
Cor according to law. 


That there is something connected 


with tbe contract that fears the light 
of day is apparent from the fact that 
the company hesitates to bring sui'. 
Perhaps it is arranged iu the .event 
of the election of officials who under- 
stand addition, division and silence 
that the Specialty Company will set 
the amount without having the con- 
tract ventilated iu court, but if Me 
people are true to their own interests 
(Ley will prevent tbe consammution of 
the scheme by electing men who are 
above suspicion and opposed to job- 
bery, men who, like H. H. Beck and 
George Frazsr, are not opposed to 
public improvement, but will fight to a 
finish all attempts at public plunder.

WASHINGTON, October 27.—The state- 


ment telegraphed from San Francisco 
that the United States Sub-Treasury 
there had just pulled through a run 
which threatened to annihilate its gold 
holdings is stated by tbe Treasury

be greatly exagerated. 


During Augast and a part of Septem- 
ber the withdrawals reported to the 
Sub-Treasury in San Francisco were 
abnormally heavy, but at no time were 
tbe officials apprehensive of any serious 
results. Long before the witbdrawnls 
assumed any considerable proportions 
instructions bad been given the Chi- 
cago Sub-Treasury officials to be ready 
to ship to Sun Francisco such quantities 
of gold as might be required, and later 
OBO or more shipments were made. 


For the most part, however, the As 


sistant Treasurer at San I'Yaucisen 
managed the mutter with little assist- 
ance from Washington, and as one 
official stated to-day, the " flurry lasted 
but a short time and alarmed no one."
